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CONFUSING CELLPHONE DRIVING RESTRICTIONS COULD GET STATEWIDE MANDATE

Drivers forced to navigate a confusing patch- 
work of cellphone restrictions in the Chicago 
area no longer will have to wonder whether 
they are breaking the law if Gov Quinn signs 
a sweeping ban on hand-held devices. 

Coming four years after a statewide ban 
on texting and driving, the new law would re- 
quire motorists to keep both hands free while 
using a cellphone or risk a $75 fine. 

For those accustomed to having a cell- 
phone stuck to an ear while driving, it hasn’t 
been easy knowing where it’s legal to gab away 
A Tribune survey last year of 270 municipali- 
ties showed that 76 had an ordinance govern- 
ing when and how motorists could use their 


cellphones. 

The law approved by both the House and 
Senate on Tuesday would provide some much- 
needed clarity on the issue, said State Rep. 
John D’Amico (D -Chicago), who has cham- 
pioned the issue for years. 

“We’re still allowing you to have a conversa- 
tion; just have it over the hands-free device,” 
he said. 

Motorists would be allowed to use a hand- 
held phone only for emergencies, and the 
$75 fine would be imposed for a first offense. 
Each subsequent violation would be more 
expensive and become part of the motorist’s 
state driving record. 

Although D’Amico expressed optimism

that the governor would authorize the state- 
wide hand-held ban for drivers, Quinn spokes- 
man Dave Blanchette said the governor “took 
no stance” on the bill. 

“The governor,” he added, “intends to 
thoroughly review the bill once it reaches his 
desk.” 

Eleven states already have authorized bans 
on drivers’ use of hand-held cellphones, and 
Illinois’ proposal has the support of The Gov- 
ernors Highway Safety Association, Deputy 
Executive Director Jonathan Adkins said 
Wednesday 

In the past, the association has been less 
supportive of hand-held bans, contending it 
remains unclear whether using hands-free de- 
vices reduces a driver’s distraction more than 


the use of a hand-held device — a growing con- 
cern among policymakers and law enforce- 
ment officials. 

A 2010 study by the Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety found little difference be- 
tween drivers who used hand-held cellphones 
and those who used hands-free devices. 

“There’s no question that phone use behind 
the wheel is distracting,” institute spokesman 
Russ Rader said Wednesday “But research in- 
dicates that hands-free phone use may be as 
distracting as hand-held phone use once the 
conversation begins.” 

Among those municipalities that have ad- 
opted cellphone ordinances is Chicago, which 
enacted its ban in 2005. Evanston approved a 
hand-held cellphone ban for drivers in 2010.

Chicago Lawn has logged three homicides 
SO far this year. The Southwest Side community 
area recorded 22 homicides last year, RedEye 
determined. 

The last double homicide was Feb. 20, when 
two women were shot to death in a Chatham 
apartment, according to police data. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were logged 
in the last week in Austin, Humboldt Park, 

Hyde Park, Morgan Park, the Near North Side, 
Roseland and South Shore, RedEye found. 

West Pullman saw two homicides this week. 
A man was shot to death Wednesday in the 
12200 block of South Halsted Street, police 
said. Three days earlier, a 27-year-old man was 
fatally shot in the 12100 block of South Indiana 



Avenue. 

Meanwhile, a 35-year-old man was stabbed 
to death May 23 in the 1900 block of South 
Spaulding Avenue in North Lawndale, police 
said. 

Thirty-eight homicides have been logged

Dressed in jeans and a tank top, a Falcons 
cap pulled low over his eyes, the 35-year-old 
born Terius Nash mouthed along to the lyrics 
of his song “Too Early” as it boomed through a 
set of speakers. 

A mournful electro-blues cut with guitar 
by Gary Clark Jr., “Too Early” is something 
of a departure for The-Dream, who in addi- 
tion to his own music has helped craft sparkly 
smash hits for stars such as Beyonce (“Sin- 
gle Ladies (Put a Ring on It)”) and Rihanna

Few singers embody those conflicting 
impulses more convincingly than The- 
Dream, an ability to adapt that also 
helps explain why he’s become such a 
go-to songwriter for women. 

“It’s point of view, point of view, point 
of view,” he said, describing the way he 
thinks his albums work. “It’s like going 
different places in the world. You wake 
up and there are different rules, differ- 
ent ways to play life. You grow up in the 
’hood, there’s a certain way you go to 
your car— you look over your shoulder 
a little bit.”

‘The Killing’ rises 
from the dead

LOS ANGELES AMC’s “The Killing,” about the 
grisly murder of young Rosie Larsen, was pro- 
nounced dead at the end of a troubled two- 
season run that included declining ratings 
amid a revolt by once-supportive critics and 
fans over what they perceived to be the failed 
promise to end the first season by revealing 
the identity of the killer. 

But despite its cancellation, “The Killing” 
did not rest in peace. 

The faithful, including some network exec- 
utives and creator/executive producer Veena 
Sud, always held out a glimmer of hope that 
the series, which earned high praise for its 
moody tension and the performance of leads 
Mireille Enos and Joel Kinnaman, might 
somehow be resurrected. 

Now, almost a year after its “series finale,” 
“The Killing” has risen and will be back for 
a third season beginning Sunday with Enos, 
Kinnaman and Sud on board. 

The story picks up more than a year after 
the close of the Larsen investigation. Trou- 
bled Seattle homicide detective Sarah Linden 
(Enos) has quit the force and is trying to put 
her life back together, while former partner 
Stephen Holder (Kinnaman) has risen in the 
ranks and become a respected investigator. 

A new mystery brings the pair back to- 
gether: Holder’s search for a runaway girl who 


has become part of a band of wayward teens 
living by their wits on the streets of Seattle. 
The hunt leads to the gruesome discovery 
of murders apparently connected to a previ- 
ous case headed up by Linden. When Holder 
seeks Linden’s help, she is reluctantly drawn 
back into her former life. 

“I feel blessed and so lucky,” Sud said in a 
telephone interview “This season represents 
an incredible opportunity to continue to tell 
the story of these great characters. Em very 
grateful.” 

Still, the series and AMC face uncertainty: 
Will enough viewers who abandoned the se- 
ries be enticed by a new mystery to return? 
The ratings fell off noticeably during the pro- 
gression of the second season. 

AMC President Charlie Collier said the 
controversy surrounding “The Killing” put 
network executives in a tough spot, and that 
canceling the show was “very difficult.” 

“Mixed emotions came with that decision,” 
Collier said. “It was made based on different 
inputs and competing needs. But when it 
came down to it, we just couldn’t shake these 
characters. We were passionate about the sto- 
rytelling, passionate about the show, and we 
kept hearing from the core passionate audi- 
ence. Now we have a new case, with all our 
MVPs back. With a new case brings new op- 
portunity”

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Amazon picks its first original TV series

Amazon will make five original TV series, in- 
cluding ‘Alpha House” with John Goodman, 
the company announced Wednesday: 

After getting viewer feedback on 14 pilots 
filmed earlier this year, the world’s largest In- 
ternet retailer chose the political satire ‘Alpha 
House;” “Betas,” a comedy about four tech 
entrepeneurs; ‘Annebots,” a kids’ show about 
robots; “Creative Galaxy,” an animated art ad- 
venture series; and “Tumbleaf,” another kids’ 
show about a small blue fox named Fig. 

These are the first TV series ever made by 
Amazon. They represent a major foray for the 
company into original programming deliv- 
ered over the Internet, stepping up competi- 
tion with Netflix and Hulu. 

The new series will be shown exclusively on 
Amazon’s Prime Instant Video service later 
this year and early next year, the company 
said. Prime Instant Video is free for members 
of Amazon’s Prime service, which offers two- 
day shipping and other benefits in the U.S. for 
$79 a year. 

Amazon posted all 14 TV pilots online for 


anyone to watch in April and encouraged 
viewers to give feedback. The company ana- 
lyzed the reviews and other data, such as how 
long people watched, to try to pick shows 
that are more likely to do well as full series. 

“We’re thrilled to have emerged safely from 
this harrowing exercise in online democracy” 
said Garry Trudeau, the Pulitzer-Prize win- 
ning cartoonist who created and wrote ‘Alpha 
House.” 

Amazon will shoot 12 more episodes of 
‘Alpha House” to complete the first season, 
which will air starting in November, Trudeau 
said. 

Pilots that were not picked up as full series 
included “Zombieland,” a comedy based on 
the successful movie of the same name, and 
“Browsers,” a musical comedy starring Bebe 
Neuwirth. 

Rhett Reese, the writer and producer of 
“Zombieland,” blamed viewer feedback for 
the TV show’s demise. 

“I’ll never understand the vehement hate 
the pilot received from die-hard ‘Zombieland’ 
fans,” he wrote on Twitter. “You guys success- 


fully hated it out of existence.” 

The other pilots that did not make it were: 
“Dark Minions,” “Onion News Empire,” “Su- 


panatural,” “Those Who Can’t,” “Positively 
Ozitively” “Sara Solves It” and “Teeny Tiny 
Dogs.”

Sour beers are a prime example of 
the “sounds weird, tastes awesome” 
phenomenon. It’s no brewing mis- 
take— these beers are intended 
to taste tart or acidic, a flavor 
they owe to the wild yeast or 
bacteria used in the brew- 
ing process. The science is 
complicated, but the results 
are some of the most inter- 
esting and refreshing beers 
on the market. And they’re 
not just for beer geeks anymore; 
they’re on tap and on shelves around 
the city, if you know where to look. 
With more Chicago-area breweries 
jumping on the sour bandwagon, 
now’s the right time to try this 
sought-after style. Here are some 
expert tips for sour skeptics.

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T ry them with food. 

At West Loop restaurant The Publican, 
beer director Michael McAvena has been 
blending his own lambic doux-a Belgian 
style of sour beer-for years, and he also 
presides over a beer list that spotlights other 
sour styles. Still, they’re not always an easy 
sell. “The easiest way to present it is with 
food in a pairing that highlights the beer,” 
McAvena said. “Flemish sours are amazing 
food beers because they are sweet and sour 
and they go with almost anything. I think 
the Flemish sours are a good way to start 
because they’re not as jarring.” McAvena 
recommends a Monk’s Cafe Flemish sour ale 
with The Publican’s charcuterie plate, or a 
lambic alongside oysters. 

2 Seek out a deal. 

At Binny’s locations, assistant beer 
buyer Kyle Fornek has seen an increased in- 
terest in sour styles over the past few years, 
though he says it remains a niche market 
in part due to the beers’ sometimes high 
prices. “There’s not that many breweries 
that make [sour beers] and a lot of them are 
really expensive, too, around $20 to $30 a 
bottle,” Fornek said. He cites Chicago-based 
brewery Pipeworks’ three Berliner weisse 
beers as popular, as well as sour styles from 
Placentia, Calif.’s The Bruery. But if you’re 
looking for a deal, he suggests Belgian 
bottles such as Brouweri] Bavik’s Petrus Oud 
Bruin and Brouweri] Rodenbach’s Grand Cru, 
which can retail for around $8-$10. 


Flip your expectations. 

Sours definitely don’t taste like the pale 
ales, pilsners and lagers most people are used 
to. Matt Potts, CEO and brewmaster at Normal, 
in.’s Destihl Brewery, tries to prepare newcom- 
ers for his Saint Dekkera line of sour beers by 
explaining what they can expect before they 
sip. “I will often first ask if they like sour candy 
like Shock Tarts to prepare their palates before 
tasting our sours,” Potts said. “I have known 
Miller drinkers that became hooked on sours in 
one night. It’s hard to get a bigger and quicker 
conversion than that.” He adds that wine drink- 
ers often love his sours, too, because the Saint 
Dekkera beers have a refreshing, light body. 
And if the first taste is too surprising? “I’ll gener- 
ally ask people to try at least three sips of it in 
case the first sip is too shocking.” 

Know what style to look for. 

Sour is a category of beer that includes 
many more specific styles (see sidebar). Each 
has its own flavors, from fruity sweetness to 
vinegar dryness. Sample a few until you find 
the one that suits your taste, then keep an eye 
out for it on menus and store shelves. “Saying 
a beer is a sour beer is similar to saying a beer 
is a hoppy beer. There is so much else that 
can go into it,” said Tom Korder, a brewer at 
Penrose, a brewery that plans to open in west 
suburban Geneva, III. in the late summer or 
early fall with a focus on sour beers.

Beercade gets bigger

A few brief moments after the doors opened 
for the first time at Headquarters Beercade’s 
new pinball expansion, Michael Messaros 
strolled over to a brightly colored “Tales From 
the Crypt” game. He quickly was absorbed 
in the process of tapping two red buttons on 
either side of the glowing machine to launch 
a silver ball up a series of ramps and bumpers 
toward the Crypt Keeper’s ghoulish face. 

“It’s great,” said Messaros, 36, of Wicker 
Park. “I really like the physicality of it. It’s 
not like a video game, where it’s just a series of 
ones and zeroes. Everything that’s happening 
is real.” 

For pinball enthusiasts, it’s hard to believe 
the renaissance on the local scene is real. Over 
the past three years, tables have popped up at 
Emporium Arcade Bar in Wicker Park, the 
record store/arcade museum Logan Hardware 
in Logan Square and Bottom Lounge in the 
West Loop. But when it comes to public play 
in the city of Chicago, one of pinball’s biggest 
moments in decades arrived last week. The 
year-old beercade in Lakeview remodeled the 
old Uncle Fatty’s Rum Resort space and filled 
the 7,0 00 -square-foot facility with 20 tables, 
making it the biggest collection of machines 
in Chicago and one of the largest pinball pal- 
aces in the Midwest. According to pinside. 
com, there now are more than 70 pinball ta- 
bles available for play in the city 

“It’s a thrill,” said Gary Stern, CEO of Stern 
Pinball in Melrose Park, the Chicago-area 


company that was until recently the last pin- 
ball manufacturer in the world. It has part- 
nered with Headquarters to provide some of 
its popular new machines such as “The Aveng- 
ers” and “X-Men” to the beercade. “Chicago 
has always been the pinball capital of the 
world. My father started making games in 
1947, and they were all in Chicago. Just as De- 
troit is the home of the automobile, this is the 
headquarters of the world for pinbaU.” 

Part of the reason the owners of Headquar- 
ters decided to expand with pinball instead of 
more arcade games was the popularity of the 
two machines in the original bar. 

“Pinball got a lot of action,” Headquarters 
Beercade co-owner Mark Kwiatkowski said. 
“So when we realized there were no pinbaU 
parlors in this market we thought, ‘What a 
great opportunity and an extension of our 
brand.’ ” 

For a lot of people discovering pinball for 
the first time, part of the appeal is getting 
away from a smartphone, according to Stern’s 
director of marketing Jody Dankberg. 

“You can text or check your email pretty 
much everywhere; you can even do that while 
you’re driving,” Dankberg said. “But this is 
something you have to pay attention to and 
keep your phone in your pocket.” 

Messaros has a simpler reason for the appeal 
of Headquarters. “What’s better than playing 
pinball and drinking beer? It’s a great idea; I 
can’t believe no one thought of it earlier.”

David Pollock, a beauty industry 
executive and chemist who advo- 
cates for safe beauty (justask 
david.com) and has his own line 
of natural skin care products called 
PUR attitude, advises consumers 
to stay away from these potentially 
harmful ingredients commonly 
found in skin care products: 

» Para bens 

» Polyethylene glycol (PEG) and 
propylene glycol 

» Lauryl/laureth sulfates 

» Petrochemicals (petrolatum, light 
liquid paraffin, petroleum distillate, 
mineral jelly, petroleum jelly) 

» Synthetic fragrance 

» Synthetic dyes 

»Triehtanolamine (TEA) 


Products’ promises 
are only skin-deep

Despite your good intentions, buying slcin care 
products labeled “organic” or “natural” doesn’t 
always translate to a healthier body or planet. 

Many such products still contain the chemi- 
cals you’re trying to avoid. And even if a prod- 
uct is bursting with nature’s bounty those 
earthy ingredients may not produce the de- 
sired results. 

How can you know which earth-friendly 
products are best for your sldn, inside and out? 

The first step is to look past the marketing. 
Terms like “natural” and “all natural” have no 
legal definitions and therefore are unreliable 
indicators of a product’s content. The term 
“organic” is regulated but can sometimes be 
misleading. 

A product bearing the USDA Organic seal 
must contain at least 95 percent certified or- 
ganic ingredients (excluding water and salt). 
Products labeled “made with organic ingredi- 
ents” must contain at least 70 percent USDA- 
certified organically produced ingredients. 

Anything else isn’t supposed to carry the 
term organic anywhere on the display panel, 
but that rule is rarely enforced for skin care 
products as long as they don’t carry the USDA 
seal or “made with” label, said Alexis Baden- 
Mayer, political director of the Organic Con- 
sumers Association. 


“You could put anything in your product, 
call it organic, and the USDA won’t do any- 
thing about it,” she said. 

Also, a brand can have the word “organic” in 
its trademark without containing any organic 
ingredients. 

Rather than trust the marketing, research 
the ingredients. 

The nonprofit Environmental Worldng 
Group manages a cosmetics database called 
Skin Deep (ewg.org/skmdeep) in which it 
evaluates the health risk of more than 62,000 
products, one ingredient at a time, and lists the 
most common harmful contaminants to avoid. 

But just because an ingredient is low-risk 
doesn’t mean it will be effective. 

Leslie Baumann, founder of the Univer- 
sity of Miami Cosmetic Medicine and Re- 
search Institute, advises that consumers 
first find out their skin type so they can seek 
ingredients that are best for their skin. (You 
can take a free questionnaire on her site, 
skintypesolutions.com.) 

Just because something is natural doesn’t 
mean it is risk-free, and just because it 
sounds good doesn’t mean it is. Many prod- 
ucts proclaim themselves “paraben-free” but 
may contain other preservatives that are 
more harmful or that we know less about, 
Baumann said.

Just in time for Father’s T)ay, flower deliveries 
and edible arrangements have met their man- 
ly match in Broquet (pronounced bro-kay) a 
new company that will deliver a curated buck- 
et of grilling tools, a cigar box of shaving prod- 
ucts or a first-aid kit full of hangover helpers 
to dad’s — or any dude’s — doorstep. 

The 6 -month-old San Francisco-based 
Web retailer was born after Dan Hocken- 
maier came up empty while trying to find 
an appropriate gift to send to his friend Max 
Solomon. 

“He was on the East Coast for his grand- 
father’s funeral, and I was on a business trip 
in Salt Lake City sitting in my hotel room 
thinking: ‘Fve got to send him something,’ ” 
Hockenmaier said. “I was looking online and 
all I could And were these kind of cheesy gift 
baskets. ... So I ended up not sending anything 
at all— and feeling bad about it.” 

After returning to San Francisco, the two 
friends started talking about the lack of op- 
tions in the gift-basket-for-guys category a 


conversation that resulted in Broquet— of 
which Hockenmaier and Solomon are co- 
founders. Their gift baskets run from $39 to 
$127 at broquetxo. 

The Pioneer basket, for example, includes a 
Parker straight razor and badger-bristle shav- 
ing brush. Shark blades and a whiskey after 
shave from Portland General Store pack- 
aged in a reclaimed cigar box ($88), while 
the Woodsman ($78) consists of a Gerber ax. 
Wells Lamont work gloves and 50 feet of ny- 
lon rope in a Kodiak log carrier. 

There also are toolkits to make old fash- 
ioneds (the Gentleman and Scholar, $69), 
galvanized buckets full of California-themed 
grill supplies (the Bonfire, $56), bacon six 
ways (the Smokehouse, $49) as well as the op- 
tion of having the Broquet boys create a cus- 
tom assortment.
